ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 

Indicators for the main sectors of the provincial economy show generally favourable 
conditions going into the third quarter of the year. 

Increases in sales of Canadian grains and oilseeds during the 1970-71 crop year have 
resulted in a sharp increase in movements from Alberta country elevators. Shipments ofthe 
six major grains to the end of August this year amounted to 164.4 millionbushels, anincrease 
of 6.8% over the 154 million bushels shipped during the same period of 1970.In the first seven 
months of 1971 estimated farm cash receipts from the sale of crops were 28.6% greater than 
in 1970. Farm cash receipts from livestock and products, however, showed a 4.5% decrease, 

Production of crude oil, synthetic crude, condensate and pentanes' plus inthe first 
half of 1971 increase 9% over the corresponding period last year, to 196millionbarrels. The 
value to the producers, at $565 million, was some 22% higher. The value of natural gas sales 
during the period showed a 10% increase; production was up by approximately 12%. Coal pro- 
duction over the January-July period totalled 4. 7 million tons valued at $22.4 million. 

Dwelling starts in Albertaduring July amounted to2,077units, bringing the cumulative 
figure for the year to 11,933 units. Of this total, starts in Calgary and Edmonton comprised 
almost 93%. At the end of July some 13,000 units were under construction in these twocentres, 
up from 8, 700 at the end of July 1970. The value of building permits issued in the province 
totalled over $341 million in the first eight months of the year, anincrease of $100 million over 
last year. Totheend ofJuly, residential permits issued amounted to $175.6 million; industrial 
permits $9 million; commercial permits $68.6 million; and institutional and government permits 
issued were valued at $37 million. 

The value of Alberta manufacturers shipments reached $1,084 millionto the endof 
July 1971, an increase of 2, 6% over the same period last year. Gross sales of packing plants 
for the period, at $259 million, were almost 24% of total manufacturing shipments. 

To the end of the latest months for which figures have been compiled, unemployment 
insurance payments in the province increased by 56% over the same period last year; bank debits 
are up 4. 4%; financing of passenger cars andcommercial vehicles declined by 37% and 12% re- 
spectively; social allowance payments rose 13%, The numbers of marriages and births are 
both slightly below year earlier levels. 

The provincial labor force decreased to 692, 000 in August from 702,000 the previous 
month. The unemployment rate also decreased to 3.3% from 4.0% in July. 

The Edmonton-Calgary consumer price index moved up by 0.5% in August, At 128,8 
it was 2.5% higher than the August 1970 index of 125.7, The Canada consumer price index in= 


creased by 0.7% to 135.0 in August, from 134, 1 in July.

On the basis of yields indicated at August 15, 1971 production of the principal field 
crops in Alberta (millions of bushels; 1970 figures in brackets) is forecast as follows: wheat 90 
million (72), oats 89 million(117), barley 245 million (198), rye 5.3 million (4.8), flaxseed 5.3 


million (11.4), mixed grains 20 million (21), rapeseed 38 million (25, 5). 


The totalfarm value of commercial vegetable crops (including cabbage, carrots, corn, 
cucumbers, onions, peas and turnips) in Alberta in 1970 was $1.5 million, Acreage planted 


amounted to 6, 160 acres compared to 4, 760 in 1969. 


Preliminary figures on Alberta road and street mileage for 1970 indicate that mileage 
increased by 0.3% over 1969 to 94,490 miles. Mileage of paved roads totalled 8,973, of gravel 


roads 67,374, earth roads 18, 143 miles. 


An apartment vacancy survey carried out in July in 34 municipalities (excluding the 
larger cities) throughout Alberta indicates an overall vacancy rate of 3.1%. A total of fifteen 
of the thirty-four communities surveyed reported no vacancies; a further eight communities 


reported vacancy rates of less than 3%. 


Total operating revenue of the twenty-two class 1, common trucking firms(firms 
with gross annual operating revenues of $500,000 or more, hiring out to the general public) in 
the province in 1969 amounted to $90, 6 million, Operating expenses totalled $86 million, leaving 


net operating revenues of $4.6 million. 


In the first six months of 1971 a total of 4,035 Canadian immigrants indicated 


Alberta as their province of destination, The comparable 1970 figure was 4, 899 persons, 


Total operating revenue of the 23 privately owned radio broadcasting stations in 
Alberta amounted to $10.5 million in 1970. Operating expenses totalled $8.6 million for anet 
operating profit of $1.8 million, The seven privately owned television broadcasting stations in 
the province had operating revenues of $10 million and expenses of $7, 7 million for a net 


operating profit of $2.3 million,
